Liquor License Rules 
Should Be Fool Proof 


State Revenue Commissioner Charlie 
Redwine's decision to issue liquor licenses 
to partnerships and corporations seems 
realistic. After all, the present system of 
issuing them to individuals only has been 
a legal arrangement that invited abuses. 

In the case of Murray Harmon, we still 
find it questionable that he was ever is- 
sued a license in the first place. But Com- 
missioner Redwine points out that regula- 
tions about 
only 


issuance of licenses disqualify 
those convicted of a crime within the 
previous two years. This part of the regu- 
lations, it seems to us, certainly needs 
amending. 

In view of Mr. Harmon's past record, 
the public interest and the interest of the 
legal liquor industry would be best served 
by his not having a license. That would be 
equally true. of anybody with such a 
record. 

Mr. Redwine points out that Harmon 
had a license when he took over the office 
and that the licensee has done nothing 
since that would warrant it being taken 
away from him. 

Regulations about issuance of licenses 
should be tightened so as to exclude all 
whose past records lead to undermining 
confidence in legal control of the whisky 
traffic.

How Can Armed Forces 
Keep Out Communists? 


The case of the Army versus McCarthy 
has brought up an issue that needs to be 
clarified. 

Is it possible to keep Communists or 


a. 
other political deviates out of the armed 


forces without depriving them first of 
their rights of citizenship? 

In the case of Major Peress, he may or 
may not have been a Communist. It has 
not been established either way except by 
Sen. McCarthy. But as an American citi- 
zen he was subject to the draft laws and 
all other laws of this country. His pro- 
motion was mandatory under the same 
doctors’ draft law that called him to serv- 
ice in the Army. 

A dentist, Major Peress was never in a 
position to commit effective espionage or 
other damage to the country’s security. 

It is difficult to see how the armed 
forces can avoid drafting men who may 
have been or might still be Con*®munists 
without. depriving all Communists of their 
citizenship. This is a problem that no one 
has solved since to deprive any native- 
born person of citizenship is unconstitu- 
tional. 

Another major problem.-is how to de- 
termine who is a Communist and who is 
not. To conduct a full-scale investigation 
of each of the 13,000,000 individuals who 
served in World War II, for instance, 
would have required another force equal- 
ly as large. That, of course, was an im- 
possible task, even were it practical. 

But the possibilities for McCarthy are 
unlimited. There are thousands of head- 
lines tucked away in the files of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force.

The atomic energy program of the United 
States government is proceeding in a satisfactory 
This assurance comes directly from the 


Atomic Energy Commission in the form of a report for the period July- 


December, 1953. 


The commission's report, an attractive green booklet of 151 pages, 


has just arrived. 
phases of the atomic energy pro- 
gram are explored. Of course 
there is a glossing over of some 
aspects of the AEC’s endeavors. 
For instance, the subheading 
‘‘Production’’ precedes a summa- 
tion of notable brevity. 

“The quantity of fissionable ma- 
terials produced during the last 
of 1953."" says the Commission, 
‘met the approved schedules, with 
the trend of production continuing 
to rise.”’ 


Another revelation, more exact, 
is the matter of the ORACLE. 
This all-capital creation is a brain 
in operation at Oak Ridge. The 
ORACLE is an electronic whizz de- 
signed to save many a splitting 


(atomic) headache. Lend an eye to 
what the AEC says about the thing 
“The ORACLE in use by the 
mathematics panel of ORNL (Oak 
Ridge National Laboratory) 
contains about 3.500. electronic 
tubes and about 20.000 resistors 
. and can multiply together two 
12-digit numbers such as 976,345.- 
012.8938 and 276,507,433.209 in less 
than 1-2,000 second.’’ 


(AEC: If you can spare 1-2.000th 
of a second, how about the an- 
swer?) 

The ORACLE, the report con- 
tinues. can, “‘in about 20 to 30 
minutes. solve problems _ that 
would require the time of two 


mathematicians working for 5 to 6 
years using ordinary desk-type 
electric calculators.” 


The scope of the publication is surprising.

The AEC report covers raw ma- 
terial procurement, construction, 
military application, reactor de- 
velopment, including industrial ap- 
plication, physical research, 
biology and medicine. 

The capital investment in atomic 
energy plant facilities is estimated 
at $5.100,000,000, the report de- 
clares, and, furthermore, AEC con- 
struétion costs in the first six 
wionths of this year will total at 
their peak monthly level “‘about 5 
percent of the estimated monthly 
construction expenditure in the 
United States.”’ 

The Savannah River project is 
mentioned several times in the re- 
port, though there is no great out- 
burst of revelation. A study of the 
biological conditions of the Savan- 
nah River has been. completed. 
This study, participated in by the 
University of Georgia, is “‘to de- 
termine if changes attributable to 
AEC production operations occur in 
the normal pattern of plant and 
animal life in the area.” 

“An intensive study was made of 
five areas’of the river to determine 
the number of algae and of several 
animal groups present during sum- 
mer, fall, winter and spring.” says 
the report: ‘Findings to be re- 
leased soon will.include the most 
extensive list yet published of 
species from a coastal plain river.” 

The Savannah River project is 
eoncerned with other matters, too.
